is cranked or extended so as to 
project beyond the hinge and lie under 
and support a holder for the cutlery or 
the like provided in the cabinet about the 
edge lying- adjacent the hinged side of the 
cabinet, the arrangement being such that 
the arcuate member is raised by the actum 
of opening the cabinet and thereby raises 
the holder about its edge which is remote 
from that adjacent the hinged side 
of the cabinet thus disposing the holder 
f orwardly inclined within the cabinet and 
presenting the articles more accessibly to 
view. 

Referring to the drawings filed here- 
with : — . 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation in section oi 
a cutlery cabinet made according to this 
invention, the cabinet being shown in its 
open position. 

Fig. 2 is a similar view to Fig. 1, the 
cabinet being shown in its closed posi- 
tion, and ■ . f 

Fig. 3 is a perspective view ot nart oi 
the cabinet showing the lifting device for 
-lifting and supporting the article holder, 
the holder being omitted for the sake of 
clearness. 

The cabinet comprises the usual body a 
and cover 6 hinged together at c, such 
hinges c "being each provided with two 
flhaped leaves adapted to be secured to 
the top edge of the back and one side oi 
the body a and cover b respectively, the 
part c l of each leaf , lying along the side 
wall T)eing provided with a slot d, in 
which an arcuate shaped member e is 
movably but not removably mounted. 
The arcuate shaped member e is 
cranked jand extended as shown at 

{ so as to project beyond the 
inge and lie under and support the 
holder g for the articles, about the edge 
lying adjacent the hinged back of the 
cabinet, and the end of the arcuate shaped 
member e remote from such cranked 
extension / is provided with a stop h or, 
alternatively, is pivoted, to the part c 
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of the leaf of the hinge c attached to the 

cover. . Vt. Tv 

In use, when the cover o is raised,, the 
stop h of the arcuate shaped member e . is 
engaged by the part c 1 of the leaf of the 
hinge secured to the cover, so that th*; 
arcuate member is raised therewith, ,55 
together with the cranked extension / . 
thereby raising the holder g about its edge 
which is remote from that adjacent the 
hinged back of the cabinet, thus dispos- 
ing^the holder forwardly inclined within 60 
the cabinet and presenting the articles 
more accessibly to view. . 

The holder may rest loosely upon ™| e >---- 
arcuate members and may be removable'' 
from the cabinet or attached thereto. 

Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion, and in what manner the same ia 
to be performed, I declare that wha^;:I

cover is fastened to the body of the 
cabinet have an arcuate shaped member- : . 
connected to that portion of the hinge v- ™ 
attached to the cover, which member : - 
moves through a slot or guide in the other 
portion of the hinge attached to the body, - . . 
and is cranked and extended so as to pro-; „ 
ject beyond the hinge and lie under and w*» 
support a holder for the articles about the 
ed^e lying adjacent the hinged side of tho r 
cabinet in such a manner that the arcuate^-: 
member is raised by the action of opening,- ^; 
the cabinet and thereby raises the holdep-BD, 
about its edge which is remote from thatV;^ : . :
